PALMS  AND  DECORATIVE  PLANTS 

Palms  and  Decorative  Plant  Seeds  should  be  sown  just  as  soon  after  ripening 
as  possible.  The  seeds  should  be  sown  thickly  in  shallow  boxes  of  light 
- soil,  mixed  with  about  the  same  quantity  of  leaf  mold.  You  will  note  that 
the  approximate  date  of  delivery  is  given,  as  orders  must  be  received  in 
advance,  on  account  of  the  seeds  being  collected  from  all  parts  of  the 
world. 

Araucaria  Excelsa  (Norfolk  Island  Pine)  (January  or  February):  The  variety 
mostly  used  in  greenhouses  and  is  grown  in  many  nurseries  in  large  quan- 
tities for  window  and  table  decoration.  It  is  hardy  in  southern  Florida. 
100  seeds  at  $2.00;  1000  seeds  at  $15.00. 

Araucaria  Imbricata  (Monkey  Puzzle  Tree)  (January  or  February):  This  is 
the  hardiest  Araucaria  and  is  rarely  seen  in  greenhouses.  A striking  tree 
of  pyramidal  habit,  branches  generally  in  fives,  at  first  horizontal,  with 
upward-curving  (sometimes  downward-curving)  tips,  but  finally  becoming 
very  much  deflexed.  100  seeds  at  $2.00;  1000  seeds  at  $15.00. 

Areca  Lutescens  (Chrysalidocarpus)  (July):  Its  pinnate  leaves  are  glossy 
green  and  gracefully  arched  on  slender  yellow  stems,  making  it  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  for  house  decoration.  100  seeds  at  $1.00;  1000  seeds  at  $8.00. 

Chamaerops  Excelsa  (Trachycarpus)  (November  or  December):  This  is  one 
of  the  hardiest  palms  known;  heavy  winds  do  not  injure  the  leaves  and  it 
will  stand  several  degrees  of  frost.  It  is  one  of  the  best  palms  for  street 
planting.  25c  per  ounce;  $2.50  per  pound. 

Cocos  Australis  (Pindo  Palm)  (November  or  December):  In  general  habit 
similar  to  Phoenix  Canariensis  with  glaucous  green  recurved  leaves.  It  is 
the  one  best  known  in  California.  100  seeds  at  $1.25;  1000  seeds  at  $7.50. 

Cocos  Plumosa  (August):  One  of  the  best  for  Southern  Florida.  Some- 
what resembles  the  Royal  Palm.  It  is  rapid  growing,  with  slender  trunk, 
crowned  with  graceful  pinnate  leaves.  One  of  the  best  for  street  planting. 
100  seeds  at  $1.50;  1000  seeds  at  $10.00. 

Cocos  Weddeliana  (January  or  February):  The  most  graceful  and  elegant  of 
Palms.  The  stems  are  slender  and  erect  and  are  freely  furnished  with  rich 
green,  graceful,  arching  leaves.  100  seeds  at  $2.00;  1000  seeds  at  $17.50. 

Dracaena  Indivisa  (October  and  April) : This  is  a rapid  grower  and  is  the 
popular  plant  for  center  of  vases,  with  long,  narrow,  graceful  foliage. 
Seeds  of  the  Dracaenas  are  sent  out  in  the  berry  or  hull,  which  should 
be  rubbed  off  before  sowing.  50c  per  ounce;  $1.50  per  *4  lb.;  $5  per  pound. 

Kentia  Belmoreana  (August  or  September) : One  of  the  hardiest  palms  in 
cultivation,  of  slow  growth  and  dwarf  spreading  habit,  with  fine  dark  green 
foliage,  and,  like  all  of  the  Kentias,  are  less  affected  by  the  dust  and  dry 
atmosphere  of  the  house.  100  seeds  at  $5.00;  1000  seeds  at  $40.00. 

Kentia  Forsteriana  (August  or  September):  This  is  a splendid  variety  and  is 
very  similar  to  the  above;  it  grows  faster  with  broader,  heavier  foliage. 
100  seeds  at  $5.00;  1000  seeds  at  $40.00. 

Phoenix  Canariensis  (November  or  December):  This  is  one  of  the  best  and 
well  known  palms.  It  is  hardy  and  especially  fine  for  lawn  and  avenue 
planting.  It  has  long  dark  leaves  and  a massive  trunk  and  makes  a rapid 
growth  when  planted  in  rich,  moist  soil.  100  seeds  at  25c;  1000  seeds  at 
$1.50. 

Phoenix  Roebelini  (November  or  December) : This  palm  has  become  very 
popular  for  room  decoration.  It  is  most  graceful  of  the  Phoenix  and  is 
hardy  as  a Kentia,  of  vigorous  growth,  graceful,  recurving,  finely  cut  leaves. 
100  seeds  at  $1.50;  1000  seeds  at  $12.50. 

Washingtonia  (Brahea)  Filifera  (California  Fan  Palm)  (December  or  January): 
The  common  Fan  Palm  of  California  trunk  attains  a diameter  of  four  feet. 
Leaves  fan-shaped,  with  numerous  divisions  and  whitish  filaments.  25c  per 
ounce;  $2.50  per  pound. 

Washingtonia  (Brahea)  Robusta:  Hardy,  quick-growing  palm,  well  adapted 
to  Florida  and  the  Gulf  States.  Its  massive  trunk  is  crowned  with  giant, 
fan-shaped,  bright  green  leaves,  with  less  filaments  than  the  preceding 
variety.  This  is  the  palm  now  so  largely  used  for  street  planting.  50c 
per  ounce;  $3.50  per  pound. 


Tree,  Shrub  and  Perennial  Seeds 

PRACTICAL  PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS.  Carefully  select  a location 
for  your  seed  beds,  if  possible,  from  heavy  east  and  northeast  winds,  and  pro- 
vide for  windbreaks  in  the  form  of  hedges,  plantings,  fence,  etc.  The  soil  should 
be  of  a well  drained  and  sandy  loam.  If  the  soil  is  heavy,  add  sand;  if  sandy, 
it  can  be  improved  by  adding  loam  to  it.  Well-rotted  manure  or  compost  can 
be  used  to  enrich  the  soil,  but  avoid  the  use  of  fresh  manure.  The  soil  should 
be  thoroughly  spaded  or  ploughed  to  a depth  of  at  least  one  foot  and  harrowed 
or  raked  until  the  soil  is  in  fine  condition. 

The  seed  beds  should  be  three  feet  wide  and  sow  the  seed  broadcast;  after 
sowing,  cover  to  the  depth  of  about  the  thickness  of  the  seed  with  light  sandy 
soil  and  gently  press  the  beds  with  the  back  of  a spade  to  bring  the  earth  in 
contact  with  the  seeds.  Shade  is  an  essential,  as  seeds  germinate  best  in  dark- 
ness; this  can  be  accomplished  by  either  making  a lath  sash  or  a light  covering 
with  forest  leaves  or  very  well-rotted  manure.  The  lath  sash  is,  however,  the 
best.  This  can  be  made  with  building  laths  made  into  handy  frames  and  fas- 
tened on  post  about  18  inches  above  the  ground.  The  leaves,  manure  or  sash 
should  be  removed  as  soon  as  the  seedling  appears,  as  light  is  needed. 

The  seeds  of  Conifers  and  Evergreen  Trees  should  be  sown  in  the  spring 
and  those  of  a Deciduous  nature  in  the  fall.  To  preserve  seeds  until  the  proper 
planting  season:  Mix  the  Conifer  and  Evergreen  seeds  in  dry  sand  and  the 
Deciduous  seeds,  that  cannot  be  planted  in  the  fall,  in  slightly  moist  soil;  keep 
the  soil  in  a damp  condition  until  ready  to  sow  in  the  spring. 

Seeds  which  have  hard  shells  such  as  Gymnocladus,  honey  and  black  locust, 
if  not  sown  in  the  fall,  are  best  soaked  for  a day  or  so  and  then  at  once  sown,

has  eaten  its  way  out,  which  often  is  after  the  seeds  have  been  shipped.  While 
on  the  other  hand,  there  are  trees  such  as  Liriodendron,  Sugar  Maple,  etc.,  that 
never  perfect  all  their  seeds.  The  imperfect  seeds  cannot  be  separated.  With 
this  in  view  and  the  many  known  and  unknown  causes  which  prevent  seeds 
from  germinating,  all  seeds  are  sold  without  any  warranty,  expressed  or  implied, 
as  to  quality,  productiveness  or  any  other  matter  of  any  seeds,  and  in  no  way 
will  I be  responsible  for  crop  conditions.  All  orders  are  accepted  on  these  con- 
ditions. Should  any  cause  for  complaint  arise  on  receipt  of  shipment  notice 
must  be  sent  within  one  week  of  same,  otherwise  it  is  understood  that  the 
goods  are  accepted. 

CONDITIONS.  As  I collect  but  few  more  seeds  than  are  ordered,  all  of- 
fers and  acceptances  of  orders  are  subject  to  the  condition  of  the  season's 
crop,  and  failing  to  get  the  seeds  expected  or  the  quantities  ordered  from  my 
growers  and  collectors,  I reserve  the  right  to  reduce  proportionately  all  orders 
that  have  been  booked. 

SHIPPING  FACILITIES.  Small  orders  can  be  sent  to  all  parts  of  the 
world  by  sample  post  and  to  nearly  every  country  by  parcel  post.  Shipments 
are  dispatched  very  quickly  owing  to  my  warehouse  being  closely  connected 
with  the  forwarders  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia  ports.  The  cost  of  postage, 
bags  and  boxes  is  charged  additionally.

1.  . Have  your  ground  perfectly  clean  and  free  of  weeds  and  trash, 
pulverized  to  a depth  of  six  or  more  inches. 

2.  On  the  level  surface  spread  evenly  a layer  of  pulverized  manure, 
barnyard  scrapings  preferred,  to  a depth  of  at  least  one  inch. 

3.  Overlay  manure  with  half-inch  of  the  best  soil  you  have,  thor- 
oughly pulverized. 

4.  Roll  or  rake  down  and  tamp  surface  true  and  smooth. 

5.  Use  the  hose  freely  and  soak  down  the  bed  several  inches. 

6.  Sow  the  seed  broadcast  or  in  drills — we  sow  broadcast. 

7.  Cover  lightly  as  possible  with  your  best  soil  or  sand.  Sand  is  best. 

8.  Use  spray  of  water  to  moisten  surface. 

9.  Allowing  plenty  of  ventilation,  keep  your  beds  moist,  quite  moist, 
but  not  soaking  wet,  until  plants  come  up. 

We  use  unbleached  sheeting,  cheapest  grade,  to  retain  moisture.  As  soon 
as  plants  begin  to  appear  freely,  we  remove  sheeting  permanently  and  sift 
tops  of  beds  with  thin  layer  of  barnyard  scrapings.  Water  young  seedlings 
sparingly  to  avoid  dampening  off. 

Never  allow  your  beds  to  become  dry.  Any  dryness  after  seeds  sprout  is 
absolutely  fatal.  These  directions  are  for  sowing  in  the  open  field,  but  will 
apply  when  sowing  in  flats  or  cold  frames.  We  use  60  to  75  square  feet  to 
sow  an  ounce  of  seed. 

When  possible,  alternate  your  pansy  crop  with  some  other  crop.
